Northern Norway ‘ Lost” 
Berlin, April 16 (A P )—So far 
as Germ an newspapers are con­ 
cerned northern Norway appar­ 
ently has ceased to exist since the 
British fleet closed in on Narvik. 
War maps published in the Berlin 
papers show only southern N or­ 
way as far north as Torndheim, 
w'hich is the area m ost stoutly 
held by tile Germans.

Tire efforts of the American Legion 
in Pennsylvania to teach boys IOO 
per 
cent 
Americanism 
and 
the 
American way of life were describ­ 
ed to members of the Gettysburg 
Rotary club M onday evening in the 
Y.W.C.A, by Tom E. W illiams, of 
W ilkes-Barre. 
The American Legion is carrying 
on its cam paign through the K ey­ 
stone State Boys’ camp. 
Mi*. W il­ 
liam s Is the director of Hic camp 
that is held annually during the last 
ten days in July at Indiantown Gap. 
Traces Development 
Starting with the opening of the 
cam p six years ago, Mr. W illiams 
traced Its growth from 150 boys to 
1,500. the enrollm ent for last year. 
T hirty-three organizations—includ­ 
ing service clubs, churches and the 
American Legion posts in the state 
-sponsored boys for the cam p last 
year. 
A survey show’s tliat about 
bo per cent of Hie boys at th e cam p 
are sons of Legionnaires, but tile re­ 
m aining boys have no connection 
with the American Legion in any 
w’ay, the speaker said. 
It is the aim of tile camp, Mr. 
W illiams stated, to try to attract the 
outstanding boys of Pennsylvania 
communities. 
T his is done, he ex­ 
plained, so that the cam p’s program 
of instruction will be carried back to 
the m any comm unities by boys who 
will be able to teach their com pan­ 
ions. 
In speaking of the organization of 
the camp, the direr)or pointed out 
that each barrack is a “city”; two 
“c itie s’ form a "county” and over 
the entire camp is a “state” organi­ 
zation. 
In this manner the boys 
carry on their own government and 
receive instruction In how the vari­ 
ous departm ents are operated. Each 
year at the close of the camp, the 
outstanding boy officials are taken 
to Harrisburg for practical pointers 
in government. 
Dally Program 
Tile daily program at Indiantown 
Gap includes instruction in govcrii- 
m ent and Americanism In the m orn­ 
ings; recreation iii the afternoons. 
and lectures by outstanding persons 
in the evenings. 
Tile governor of 
Pennsylvania appears annually at 
the cam p for a speech. 
Last year there were four boys 
from Adams county enrolled in the 
camp. One of the boys was sponsor­ 
ed by tile Rotary club.

The coffins were discovered after 
investigation of a story told by the 
Hube rs' 11-year-old daughter, RuHi.

Oslo, April 15 (Delayed 1— < AP>--- 
The death sentence has been pro­ 
claimed for snipers in Oslo. and 
several groups of Norwegians are 
liable to this penalty for forming 
bands and fighting German soldiers 
in the streets of the capital. 
Most of them are young people 
who. Germ an authorities say, "be­ 
lieved they had the right to fight” 
the Germ ans. 
Tile Germ ans point to the new 
governm ent commission appointed 
today as the first constitutional au ­ 
thority in Oslo since the ministry 
of Premier Johan Nygnardsvold left 
last Tuesday. It is headed by Ingolf 
Bister Christensen, 68-year-old for­ 
mer cabinet minister, a member of 
the conservative party, as governor. 
Tile occupation of Oslo was almost 
without incident, although the Gor­ 
man comm ander proclaimed a court 
martial to deal with cases in which 
attem pts were made to wreck public 
com m unications and utilities. 
Police in Control 
T!ie G erm ans today handed over 
to Norwegian police control of ail 
public comm unications. 
They said 
they did t his as a sign of good will

NORSE REPORT 
GERMANS DRIVEN 
OUT OF NARVIK 


Stockholm, April IG IAP).—Brit­ 
ish and Norwegian troops were re­ 
ported in joint possession of Nor­ 
way’s northern iron ore port of 
Narvik today after driving its Ger­ 
man defenders back into the hills. 
where tliey were said to be occupy­ 
ing t precarious position. 
Recapture of the important Arctic 
shipping center was announced by 
Norwegian 
military 
headquarters, 
which added that British soldiers 
and marines, equipped, with light 
artillery, had landed at several other 
points on Norway's west coast. 
(In Berlin, official quarters con­ 
ceded the possibility that the Brit­ 
ish might have effected landings in 
Norway, but denied that any points 
occupied by nazi troops had fallen 
into allied hands.) 
Tile Norwegian communique gave 
no details of the action around 
Narvik, but unofficial sources said 
that German forces which had held 
t lie town since last Tuesday had 
retreated along the railway lead­ 
ing to the Swedish border, about 
2(J miles away at that point. 
Tile same sources said that Nor­ 


wegian troops were maneuvering to 
surround the Germans. 
There were unconfirmed reports 
that some of the Germans had 
crossed the frontier and been in­ 
terned by Swedish authorities. 
The landing of the British forces 
at Narvik was said to have been ac­ 
complished under the British naval 
guns wliich previously were reported 
to have destroyed all German naval 
vessels in the vicinity. 
(Official 
British 
sources 
an­ 
nounced 
Monday 
morning 
that 
troops had been landed in Norway, 
but they gave no hint of where the 
landings occurred and mentioned no 
action around Narvik.) 
The Norwegian high command's 
announcement of the recapture of 
Narvik was accompanied by a gov­ 
ernment broadcast expressing con­ 
fidence that with the aid of Britain 


I and France “we shall win back Nor- 
Iway for the Norwegian people.” 
The broadcast called upon Nor­ 
wegian officers to “co-operate to Hie 
fullest extent with their British and 
French allies” and to consult with 
the allied commanders “to avoid 
friction and blunders.”
